Officers Also Discover Council Also Agrees To 


Supposed ‘Watch Tower’ | 
From Which He Observ- 
ed Work of Pursuers. 


Saugus, Calif., December 19.—(?)— 
A man sought as a possible suspect 
in the slaying of Marian Parker, Los 
Angeles school girl, leaped from north- 
bound Southern Pacific train here to- 
night when the train was boarded by 
searching officers. He escaped as 
the shotgun of a deputy sheriff sent 
a hail of lead after him. 

The man, possibly wounded, van- 
ished in the thick brush lining the 
tracks. Within a half hour a posse 
of 250 men armed with pistols and 
shotguns started beating the country- 
side. 

‘The search was prompted by a mes- 
sage from the chief of police of San 
Francisco that a man answering the 
description of the Los Angeles killer 
had boarded the northbound Coast 
Limited at Newhall. Constable Selt- 
zer and Deputy Sheriff Bogardus 
boarded the train and began a search 


for the fugitive. 
When the deputy fired at the man 


as he leaped irom the observation 
car platform, officers said the fugi- 
tive paused for an instant. 

“He must have been .it, 
gardus. 

The fugitive plunged into a thicket. 
Seltzer and Bogardus followed, blaz- 
ing away with their guns in hope that 
a random shot might reach the mark. 
But the man had vanished. 


SLAYER’S QUARTERS 
BELIEVED FOUND. 

Los Angeles, December 19.—(4)— 
A racant house, believed by police fo 
bave been the headquarters of . the 
murderer of 12-year-old Marian Park- 
er during the early stages of the 
~ kidnaping plot, gm discovered here 
tonight. a i 

Captain of Setectives Cahill and 
Police Commissioner Thorpe announc- 
ed they had discovered in the house 
a torn serap of paper, with the word 
“Marian” barely legible upon it. 

Neighbors informed the officers 
that two men and a woman answering 
the description of the supposed per- 
petrators of the crime moved out of 
the house several days ago. Cahill 
said the house had every appearance 
of having been deserted hastily. Po- 
lice said the scrap of paper might 
have been a part of a draft of one 
of the ransom notes. 

Helen Seelye, 20, telegraph opera- 
tor, who received from “George Fox” 
the second of his ransom telegrams to 
Parker, today said she was sure she 
could identify him. 

“I will never forget his eves,” she 
said. “They were a deep dark brown 
and with big black circles under- 
neath.’ 

Miss Seelye’s description of “Fox” 
differed from that of telegraph opera- 
ters at Pasadena who trausmitted the 
first ransom telegram. The variance 
in their descriptions led police to be- 
lieve two men may have had a hand 
in the erime. 

“Watch Tower” Found. 

One more tangible bit of evidence. 
and one more new clue out of scores 
that proved worthless, tonight engross- 
ed the scrutinizing attention of hun- 
dreds of officers who desperately 
hunted the murderer. 

The discovery of what police detec- 
tives termed the fiend’s “watch tow- 
er,” a vantage point where he was 
able to spy upon the movements of 
the slain child's family, and upon de- 
tectives staked out about the house 
of tragedy, was announced as a bit of 
evidence amounting to a definite con- 
nection with the kidnaper-slayer's 
movements. 

The “watch tower” was an unused 
Greek letter fraternity room on the 
second floor of a private garage, a 
vantage point which afforded a com- 

lete sweep of the vicinity about the 
arker home.

Cincinnati, Ohio, December 19.—

pleaded the unwritten law today in a 
closing argtiment before the jury 
which is to decide whether he shall 
go to the electric chair for killing his 
wife. 

As his own'counsel Remus told the 
ten men and two women of the jury 
that he was not pleading for his own 
life, but that he’ would not flinch if 
they found it 
him with death, He then wished them 
a merry Christmas. 

At the end of as rambling a ha- 
rangue as ever was heard in an Amer- 
ican courtroom the former million- 
aire bootlegger asked the jurors to 
consider the killing of Mrs. Imogene 
Holmes Remus as an act “in defense 
of honor and the sanctity of the 
home.” 

Voice Becomes Hoarse. 

Ilis voice worn to offending hoarse- 
ness, Remus talked for two hours. He 
devoted much of his speech to an 
excoration of Franklin L. Dodge, Jr.,

Powers of the Atlanta bond com- 
mission will be limited to those of an 
advisory nature only if Mayor I. N.

“If any such hair-brained scheme 
were proposed it would meet with the 
instant veto of Great Britain,” he 
said,

of commerce, presided at the session. 
A brief talk was made on narcotic 
control by Miss Sarah Graham Mul- 
hall, of New York. Musie for the

Oklahoma City, Okla., December

The cotton crop, while smaller than 
the record crop of last year was esti- 
mated at December 1 farm prices as 
worth $330.714.000 more than the 
1926 crop. Corn, production of which 
was slightly larger than last year, was 
valued at $285.268.000 more than last 
year, barley at $73,890,000 more and 
oats at £40.694,000 more. ,

The value of the wheat crop showed 
a decline, as compared with last year, 
of $21,000,000, but the largest de- 
crease was in the value of the potato 
crop Which declined $113,147,000, the 
crop being almost 50,000,000 bushels 
larger than a year ago. Hay, apples. 
peaches and some other crops showed 
decreases, 

The area planted to the important 
crops this year was placed at 355.,- 
826.645 acres, an increase of 160,420 
acres over last year. Revised esti- 
mates of the yields of all crops com- 
bined show the acre yields this year 
to have been 2.5 per cent above the 
average of the last ten years but 2.1 
per cent helow last year, 

The per capita production of the 
principal crops is 3.4 per cent less 
than Jast year and 4.8 per cent less 
than during the last ten years.

Thomasville, Ga., December 19.—
